The Mail Sabstdy Agatn. 

A fow dnys ago we refeirod to the 
exislinR contract with tlio ocoan 
Btcamors for the carriage of the maih 
botwoon San Francisco and this port, 
and Hliowed that the advantages to be 
derived Irom a continuance of the 
subsidy wore not ooinraonsurate with 
the oxponao ontuilca. Since the pub- 
lication of our artic le a call for tenders 
for an occiin mail sorvico has appeared 
in the Gaze.ite, and the Government 
will soon have an opportunity afforded 
lor a test of the sincerity ot its profes- 
sions of a desire to retrench and 
economize. Next to the cutting down 
of the absurdly high salariea attached 
to the Civil List of the Colony, we 
consider that this mail subsidy re- 
quires an application of the pruning- 
knifo. When the sub'-idy was first 
/granted it was for an e- pecial object. 
The loss ot the Labouchoro and tiio 
partial failure of the Big Bond mines, 
removed all prospect of a healthy op- 
position to a dangerous monopoly, and 
roudered a continnanoe of the system 
unnocossnry and unprofitable. With- 
out tiiking into consideration the 
changed aspect of affairs, Government 
appears determined to repeat an ex- 
periment which has not only proved 
expensive, but which has actually 
failed in accomplishing the simplest 
cud it was claimed would bo gained by 
its adoption ; and it is proposed, in 
addition to paying an ononnous sum 
of money for the conveyance of the 
mails between Victoria and San Fran- 
cisco, to pay the monopoly for ex- 
tending tho trips of the steamers to 
New Westminster and exclude from 
tho intercolonial trade a British 
boat in every respect adequate to tho 
service between the last-named ports. 
When, tho other d.iy, tho Cariboo 
miners— numbering 1400 souls by ac- 
tual count — petitioned for a semi* 
monthly- mail daring the winter 
months to Williams Crook, instead of 
the monthly service which they now 
enjoy, (?) what was the answer that 
oar paternal Government vouchsafed 
to their request ? " The country is too 
poor to pay for tho service !" And 
yet wo have this model Government, 
forgettin<; that tho object of its oxisl- 
enco is to work tho greatest good to 
tho greatest number, advertising lor 
the carriage of mails by ooi-'aii 8t,eam» 
ships fur the special benefit ot a com- 
munity of three imndred souls ! Money 
can bo found when tho interests of 
Now Westminster are to bo subserved ;

reign ; yi uiig, high-ppirited und brave, bo was 
|)opular, aiui beloved, and irnsted. Wtial 
bad he done to deserve such treainient as lie 
mel with to-day? Let his councillors and 
his friends, bis intimates, and his statesmen, 
answer. They may answer that he was ob- 
slinalo and unlucky, but ihey may be cour- 
teous enough to ouiil the first epilliel if they 
can thow that his want ol good lurtune was 
not due to thein ; for as tho '^oi\s will not 
loloraie mediocrity io poei:', .so will subjects 
not forgive ill fortune to ihoir princes. With 
what a aad heart he roust have mot the em- 
braoes of iho lucky father who resigned his 
sceptre because he was too unpopular to 
reiiiti. Holh father und uncle live in tho 
Hradschin. ft i- not too late now to correct 
an error with regard to tlio Kaiser's personal 
oondiiet wliieli had a large louiidatio.i io the 
public faith, and gained a certain kind of 
sentimental respBCt for bim abroad. It was 
said that ho refusrd to go lo his army be- 
cause lie could nut bear the idea of a German 
monarch leading an army to moisten tho 
fields with German blood, (not by any means 
a novel proceeding, bo it said, and not al all 
unlikely to happen 02ain, he il propliiesied,) 
and it was also repurtad that he retrained 
from going lo headrpiariers for the more solid 
reasou that he feared ho might cause ein- 
harrassiiieiil and reproduce the niiscliiefs of 
SolloruiO ; but the fact is tlie very hard and 
ahsolulo fact thai his Majesty had decided on 
going after the early affairs al Nuchod and 
'I'rauienuu, and bad actually sent up his 
horsca under Iho charge of an oliioer cd his 
personal stud to thu army, wln-ii the disas- 
ter ol the itrdolJuly finished llie campaign 
in one crashini; bio '•. Had Franz Joseph ol 
Hapsburg ridden from the roadside to the 
Irootolhia lese; ves on the nfiernoou of that 
tremendous day aad called on them ' Let \n 
take Chlum or die !" he might have died, 
but c riaiiily hml ho lived he would have 
escajkd llie iiinrtilic.iiion and the fear of this 
cruel 211I1 ol October.

'I'liis is the 
evideiiei (d llie Ucv. I'aiher Xn^eiit, who 
Hpeaks ol oin' ivoiiiaii, the inolher ol seven 
children, who sold her hair lo a barber for a 
(mart of beer. Women have been "had up" 
for diuiik'Uii.L.'Js one hundred and fourteen 
limes and more fri one Court tho wnmeli 
were discovered "all drunk" oi;o Sunday 
iilteriioon. Tbe (.hlKlieii club llieir pnoice 
together on Saturday night to have u spree, 
and get gloriously inebriated like iheir sen- 
iors. The master of the Hibernian School 
savs ; "Vou Oiu;lit as well atlempt lo eiiipiy 
ibo .Meisey with a bucket as lo apply Chris- 
tian inslruelioii while tho ll.ioil of inteinper- 
nnoe is ovorwlielniiiig us."

The Bcboonor Gazalle, Capt Nanovich, 
frdtn the North Weal Coast, arrived laai 
nighl off Beacou Hill, bavmg two soilors ol 
the Ilawaiiiin bark Mauria Ki3a, Cupl Robin- 
SOU) whicli vessel left Furt (jainbl-j with 
lucQber for the Siindwit'h IsIuiiJh, uii the 
2iid of November, and wag totally lost near 
Koekeemo Sound on ilic 25ih of the same 
month. The burk was ihrowu on licr beam 
enda, and when oS Cape Fliiltur}', on ihu 
lOih of Novcinbar ; tha dtck load went 
over the side ; the second matt', Rlr 
Brooks,if',w||8 .lost overboard, and a seaiuBii, 
Bame(^ lobDaob, who° was in the oabin, 
drowned. The maia and mizeo masts wero 
out away wbec the vessel righted, but 
being waterlogged sbe floated belpieasi; ftr 
' fifteen 'days— the porsoos on board snffering 
.dreadful privutious — when she went aabore at 
■ Koskeemo and broke up itlmoat immediately. 
All hands landed on rults and were im- 
m^dialely made prisoners by the Indians, 
who reduced them to a elalo of slavery. 
They were held captive for forty days, when 
the two men who arrived lael nifjlit contrived 
to SBcape, and reached the Hudson Bay 
Company's station at I'ort Rupert on the 
28th of December, where their wanta were 
' supplied by Capt Mouat and paseages 
secured for tbetn on Ibo Gazelle, nhicb 
sailed thence oh the 2nd Inst., for Victoria, 
Oapt Monat bad despatched messengers to 
Eoslieeroo demanding Ibe releaeo of the 
captives ; but no answer had beou received 
up to the sailing of the schooner. Two of 
the survivors at Koskeemo wore terribly 
frost-bitten and nearly dead from the effects 
of exposure while on tlia wreck. The 
Gazelle will reach port to-day, when full 
particulars will be gleaned, 'I'he Otter was 
last seen at Fort Simpson, and the schooner 
Swoepstakoa is on ihe v.'ay down.
